There are and ever will pe innumerable 
inflances in which the dircétien of a: fkilful 
phyfician cannot be difpenfed with, who 
- well knows’ on what /eemingly trivial mi- 
nutiae, infcrutable to the amfcientific eye, 
the health and. even the life of a- patient 
depends.. The alteration or addition of a 
fingle grain in a medicine is fometitries of 
the pda confequence, — : | 
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‘That our art is a conjectural one has bees 
often thrown in our teeth, tho’ one would 
think with but an indifferent grace, by thofe 
of the two other liberal profeftions ; for it is 
by no means clear that all divines have been 
unanimous in their belief of the fame theo- 
logical doctrines, and it has been whifpered 
that fome of the gentlemen of the long robe 
have actually differed in opinion: if then 
any wacertaiuty is to be met with in divinity 
and law, is it not rather unkind that phyfic 
fhould be reproached with it ?

it adminiflered; wo rejoined the author, 
may be the-beft.judge of its effets; he 
who-never faw any.of them, or he who has 
given-it above twenty thoufand tames ?.-The 
Doctor was of too ingenuous a difpofition to 
offer any further objection: the vomits were 
taken, and our paticnt was reft ‘ored to per- 
fect health. 

If any one were #to propole a more fafey 
certain,- and -expeditious method of profil. 
gating diflempers, he fhould rejoice to,fec 
bis own work -duperie -ded and dwiadle into 
nco'ect.. Let mankind be ferved, and it is 
jamaterial from what hand the benefits 
fiow, As a.certain-perfon faid formerly, 
he withed that -all the Lords people were 
prophets.; foahe writer of this, Tallies from 
the bottom -of his heart, that all the ho. 
be 2 man 
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man fpecies could preferve themfelves from 
pain and ficknefs, or at leaft knew how to 
get rid of every malady incident to them. 

He would warmly recommend to his bre- 
thren, particularly ‘to young phyficians, the 
method he has fo long practifed, of fetting 
apart two hours every day for the fervice of 
the poor; he.can afure them from the -ex- 
perience of above twenty years, that the 
advantages refulting from it will amply 
stale pbectins all fortuitous inconveniencies, 
and infinitely exceed their moft fanguine 
‘expectations. The pleafure of doing good 
is the. moft elevated and refined of all 
pleafures, and the only enjoyment that can 
reconcile us to the fufferings and woes 
which are infeparably annexed to human 
life. 

‘The author acknowledges that human 
nature, with all its faults and follies, is the 
object of his moft tender affection. He who 
_has been eye-svitnefs to fo many fcenes of 
mifery, muft have a callous heart indeed, 
if it were not touched by fympathy and 
melted with compaffion, As Terence faid, 
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A.man myfelf, I feel for ail mankind. Vhe 
mevitable evils of life are fufficiently nu- 
merous, and he muft have a very weak 
head and a very bad heart who’ can wan- 
tonly increale the horrible aggregate. Ir is 
furprilfing that one can fay or do any thing 
that he knows will give pain. to another: but 
it is beyond meafure aftonifhing that any one 
ean diveft.himfelf of pity for thofe who par- 
take of the fame nature with himtelf. No 
excufe car be pleaded for want of compaf-: 
fon, or even for not alleviating the fuffer- 
igs of others when in-our power. | 
it is alledged by fome that if it is a mian’s 
own fault, and: that he may thank himfelf 
for his firuation, he can deferve no pity: 
but this is a. perverfiom of all reafoning, for 
furely no-one feeks mifery or diftrefs, and if: 
he falls. into-them it muft be owing to wane 
of knowledge of want of power : like ideots.

As a few hygeicnical fkrictures may be 
expecied to precede a work of this nature, 
1 fhall-beg leave to lay before the reader the 
following obfervations on what the phyficians 
call the non-naturals. Thé necefiary rules 
for the prefervation of health are. intelligi- 
ble to the meaneft capacity, and may be 
comprifed in a fmall compas.’ No one can 
be exculpated therefore who is ignorant of 
the nieans whereby fo invaluable a bleffing: 
may be continued. 
A dry air is extremely defirable and large 
rooms, or fuch at leaft as will admit of as 
quent ventilation from frefh currents of air. 
Yo fleep in a room that has no chimney in 
it is highly: improper, and it is no wonder 
that perfons who are guilty of fuch indif- 
cretion are fubject to the incubus.

A New PRACTICE of PHYSIC. 


Of FEVERS in General. 


Fever exifts when the motion of the 
| blood is preternaturally accclerated, 

which increafed motion feems to be caufed 
by an effort of nature to expel fomething 
out of the body which ought not to be re- 
tained within it; but this effect becomes 
a primary difeafe from the i sa ae, of na- 


ture to remove it. 
A By 
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By nature is meant that power by which 
thofe functions are performed, which are 
intircly independent on our own  direCtion 
or confent, fuch for inftance as the  pulfa- 
tion of the heart and arteries, the fecretions, 
&c. Spontaneous actions, or thofe which 
are Chiefly fo; being objets of eligibility 
zre therefore by phyficians termed Noz- 
naturals. 

The proximate cau/e of fevers is irritation 
(which may oceafion a foafmodic affection 
of the whole nervous fyftem) commonly 
owing to an obftruétion of infenfible per- 
f{piration: when the particles of this matter 
are thrown back into the circulation, they 
nay ftagnate in and plug up the extremi- 
ties of the capillary arteries, or bring on 
fpafmodic conftritions of them. 

An irritation may alfo be owing to other 
cafes, as acrid food or liquors, affections 
of the mind, hunget, the abforption of pus, 
any thing acrimonious coming into contact 
with the extremity of a nerve, intenfe ftudy, 
egrypnia,; profufe venery; propulfion of the 

HORRY blood; 
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blood into the lymphatics, which is then’ 
called an inflammation. 

Lhe diagnofiics. Parching heat, intol- 
lerable thirft, high-coloured urine, without 
fediment ; velocity, hardnefs and fullne(s of 
the pulfe ;. pain in the head, fide, back, cr 
loins; a dry fuarred ees anxiety about 
the praecordia, difficult refpitation, coma 
vigil and averfion from focd. 

Fevers generally begin with a previous 
fenfation of chillinefs, fhivering or intenfe 
cold; lefs or more, longer or fhorter, ex- 
ternal or internal, according to the variety 
of fubjects, caufes or fevers themlelves. 

_ The prognoftics. Every fever terminates 
in health, another difeafe, or death. 

In health, when the morbific matter is 
fubjugated by the fever, loofened, rendered 
movable and at length expelled by infenfible 
perfpiration, fweat, faliva, vomiting, urine, 
or diarthcea; a crifis ufually coming on 
within fourteen days. 

In another difeafe, when the veuele are 
injured by two violent an exagitation; the 


‘more fluid parts diffipated, the reft incraf- 
LES? iv fated, 


(a 
fated, and the critical matter depofited int 
veflels which are obftructed, dilated, or 
ruptured: hence arife puftules, red fpots, 
eryfipelas, phlegmons, buboes, fchirri, ex- 
anthemata, abfcefies, gangrenes and mor- 


tifications. 
In death, when the inereafed accumu- 


lation of the vital heat overcomes the elafti- 
city of the mufcular fibre and retains the 
heart in its diaftole ; or when the fluids are 
deftroyed by the force of the folids: hence 
arife inflammations, fuppurations, ganerenes 
in the vital vifcera and aphtous ulcers in the 
prime vie, which laft. though feldom 
noticed or fulpected, appear from diffections 
to be acommon caufe of death, 


The curative indications. 'Thefe direct to 
the correction and expulfion of the acrid ir- 
ritating matter, with unremitted attention 
to the vis vite, that it may not be too much’ 
diminifhed ; while the motion of the blood 
muft be reftrained within due bounds and 
the redundance of heat expelled. 

As to rezimen, frefh air, is abfolutely ne- 
eeflary, which may be admitted by the 

door 
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door or windows as often and as long as. 
may be thought convenient : vinegar fhould 
be frequently thrown ona red hot iron in 
the room: nor would it be a trifling me- 
lioration of the air to fet pots near the bed 
with fome of the aromatic plants growing 
_ in them, fuch as Javender, rue, rofemary, 
_of mint, but by no means to fuffer any 
herbs which are not in a ftate ef vegetation 
to continue in the fame room with the pa- 
tient. Clean linen refrefhes and may fafely 
be allowed every day, or every other day 
at fartheft. Let him not be confined wholly 
‘to his bed, but fit up every day, as lone as. 
he can without fatigue. 

He fhould be phed plentifully with di- 
luting liguids, for it is impoffible that he 
fhould drink teo much: what the fluid is, 

is not very material, provided it be taken 
in immenfe quantities ; even cold watet, if 
required, may be drank with fafcty and ad- 
vantage. ‘The fubfequent diluents are ex- 
ceeding fuitable, viz. barley water with 
forty drops of dulcified fpirit of nitre in 
every pint, decoction of hartfhorn, cyder

whey, tea prepared from balm, fage, mint, 


_pennyroyal, or mother of thyme. A lemon

{queefed into a pint of water, and fweetned 
tothe tafte with treacle is of confiderable 
utility. Three fpoonfuls of vinegar in a 
pint of water fweetened with honey is ano- 
ther very proper ptifan, as is alfo vinegar 
whey. } 

“When nature verges towards a fecretion 
diaphoreties, or at leaft a warmer regimen . 
becomes neceflary to help on coction and a 
crifis : depuration 1s the work of nature: 
if fhe is lanouid, affift her with cardiacs, 
aromatics and volatiles; then blifters are 


highly proper, “efpecially to the corpulent) 


to quicken the circulation, diflolve the vifeid 
and too bulky fangnineous corpufcles and 
to forward fecretion’ through the miliary 
mlands. °° 

When the fevcr is fubjugated, let the pa- 
tient take that which affords the fmalleft em- 


ployment for the chylopoietic organs, with 
antiputrefcents, falts and acids: Whatever 


food is allowed fhould be given in fmall quan- 


tities and often repeated ; fpoon-meats broth, 


panada, 
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panada, bread pudding and fuch like. It 
is a fortunate -circumftance that perfons, 
while a fever continues, feldom feel any 
inclination to eat. After the ravages of a 
fever, and to remove that diftrefling languor 
which arifes from too profufe evacuations, 
nothing is fo proper as flrong broths drank 
as frequently and as copioufly as the fto- 
mach will bear. I have often injoined the 
ule of them, tho’ the pulfe continued 
quick and ticking, while fludhings and par- 
tial heat remained and the pa tients were 
thought to be at the laft gafp, with amazin 
fuccefs. 

If a vehement craving is manifefted of 
fometbing particular to eat and it be often re- 
quefted—let it be whatit will it ought not 
to be refufed : in the decline of fevers, there 
feems to be fomething in thefe untoward 
hankerings of nature analogous to the pica 
in chlerotics, whofe eager defire. of chalk 
and tobacco-pipes is by no means, as fom, 
fuppofe, the caufe of their diforder, but the 
predominant acid in their Nomach (the 
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primary diforder) which naturally inftigates 
them to feed on fuch thing. 
The cure. If the firength of the patient 
will bear it, ufe vanae-fection. 

Cooling clyfters may be adminiftered with 
great propriety, as, — | .

powders) without the leaft fenfible operation, 
“ither by ficknefs, ftool, urine, or fweat and 
though the patients had been, unremittedly 
delirious for more than a week, with fub- 
fultus tendinum and all the appearances of 
haftening death, they have perfectly reco- 
vered without any other medicinal aid, a 
clyfter every other day excepted. I have 
lately feen a great many cafes fimilar to the 
above and the emetic tartar, by what power 
I know not, has invariably produced the. 
fame effed. 


ARDENT FEVER, 


N ardent fever is attended with a preter- 
natural and unjverfal heat: if it is con- 


rinual and terminates in twenty-f Our hours, 
sc vE 
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. itis called Ephemera; if it fhould laft longer, 
itis termed Caufus or Synochus. The putrid 
Synochus or malignant fever has for its con- 
comitants a burning heat, vehement thirfi, 
averfion from food, intolerable anxiety, a 
dry furred tongue, un-natural ref; viration, 
reftlefs nights, and a crude, thick or ted 
urine without fediment. | 

The caufe, as has been already remarked, 
is irritation. If that which ought to be es- 
pelled from the body 1s retained within its 
a confequential putrefaction enfues, from 
whence the putrid fynochus and other putrid 
difeafes. 

The diagnoftics, or pathognomonic fymp- 
toms are intolerable thirft, prodigious heat 
over the whole body, the tongue dry, rough» . 
yellow or black: coarctation of the lungs, 
confequently difficult and laborious ref{pira- 
tion, quicknefs and hardnefs of the pulle , 
pain in the head, flame coloured urine, cof- 
tivenefs, anxiety about the pracordia ; 
gorypnia, 
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The progueftics. It is moft commonly 
mortal on the third or fourth day, or refolv- 
ed by an hemorrhage. 

The face red and clammy; the urine thin, 
fmall in quantity, black or bloody ; a parotis 
not fuppurating, {pafmodic conftrictions of 
the bronchia, all forebode great danger. 

~But if the patient fnatches, fumbles with 
his fingers, eathers up the bed-clothes, feems 
to pick firaws, drops, involuntary tears; if 
purple or livid {pots appear, if the hy- 
pochondres are inflated, the extremities cold, 
with catchings of the breath, infenfibility, 
cold {weats, hiccoughs, rattling in the throat 
——Any of theie are deleterious fymytoms and 
moft of them generally quick for forerunners 
of the laft cataftrophe. | 

Lhe cure. Affift nature in her efforts to 
expel the morbifc matter in the fame me- 
thod. whereby fhe attempts to do it, whe- 
ther by hamorrhage, vomiting, {weat, or 
urine. Give great quantities of diluting 
liguids. Draw off blood from a large orifice 
as foon as poffible and repeat the operation 
accoraisg to the indication of /ymptoms, 
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though after the third day phlebotomy can- 
not be ufed with fafety. 

If the vital ftrength has been indifcreetly 
reduced by too frequent venaefections ; on 
recovery, give cardiacs, volatiles and flrone 
broths. 

When the fever remits, give the peruvian 
bark. The medicines hich have been 
found fuccefsful in the cure of ardent fevers 
are to be met with below: either of which 
formulae may be adopted according to the 
difcretion of the practitioner, or the emetic 
tarter powders recommended under the fore- 
going article. ;

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continual fever, but this is peculiar to ple. 
thoric habits. Sometimes it terminates, 
(in cachectic habits, or if not treated fci- 
entifically) in a dropfy, jaundice, phthifis, 
or fchirrous tumours of the abdomen; 
though thefe diforders may with more pro- 
priety be imputed to bleeding, than be num- 
bered among the natural confequences of 
intermitcents. If properly managed, it is 
to be fubjugated with great facility. 

The cure. If plethoric, which is very 
rarely the cafe, bleed. If there is much 
naufea, furrinefs of the tongue, a bitter 
tafte in the mouth, or frequent retchings, 
give a puke immediately. The following 
repeated every morning, will be alone fuf- 
ficient to remove any intermittent.

Any thing that is the caufe 
of an inflammation; which has been already 
alfioned under the articles Fevers ingeneral 
and Pleurify. 

The diagnoftics. A fmall, fometimes fofc, 
always unequal, undulatory and frequently 
dicrotic pulle; fwelling of the eyes and 
cheeks; a little, frequent, and fomewhat 
tufficulous refpiration ; rednefs of the face, 
delitium. | | 

The prognoflics. It terminates like all 
other inflammations, in heal th, another dif- 


eafe, or death. 
C inh 
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In health, if a plentiful yellow fpitting 


éomes on; or even if the expuition be 
fanguincous ; if the refpiration begins to be 
performed with greater facility. © 

In another difeafe (as a vomica or abfcefs) 
if the inflammatory matter cannot be refolv- 
ed within fourteen days; as may be known 
by the ceffation of. pain, while the dyfpnoea 
remains, the cheeks and lips red’ning, with 
a foft, weak and undulatory pultfe. 

In death, if both lobes of the lungs ate 
affeéted at the fame time; if a coma fom; 
nolentum fupervenes;.a_ proftration of the 
vis vite, with grievous deprefion of the 
{pirits ; frequent fhedding of tears; com- 
plaint of heat in the throat ;.coldnefs. of 
the extremities ; un-abating delirium.

The proguofties. If attended with laugh- 
ter and raving, it Is eafier to be removed 
than if accompanied with fober, fteady, 
ftudious fixednefs of the thoughts on a par- 
ticular object. Fhere are few cafes, even if 
hereditary, which will not yeild to a proper 
method of cure. | 

The cure. Elicit the vital heat from the 
cerebrum and.empty thofe veffels which 
perhaps by their turgidnefs occafion that 
preflure which prevents the ufual influx 
by the par vagum. Open avein; if a 
fever fupervenes it is a good fign, as I’ve 
often obferved; this operation fhould be 
frequently repeated, for no perfons can bear 
the lofs of blood better than maniacs, nor 
is there any cafe in which it is fo neceffary 
to draw it off and fo many times.

Practical 
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Practical Obfervations on Inflammatory 
Cates. 


i hath been obferved by fome ingenious 
. phyficians, that inflammatory diforders 
are by no means fo common to be met with 
_as they ufed to be: to affign the preventive 
reafons would be no eafy matter, for man- 


) kind do not feem to be much more {paring 


in the indulgence of their appetites, more 
averfe from wine; or more difcreet in their 
regimen than their forefathers were. May 
it not with greater propticty be attributed 
to the increafed accuracy and pecifion 
wherewith praCtitioners difcriminate difeafes, 
whoare not fo apt as they were formerly to 
impute every pain of flufhing heat to an in- 
flammation. ‘(he rapid improvements made 
in the medical art within thefe few years, 
have occafioned even the abolition of feve- 
ral difeafes, whofe imaginary exiflence ex- 
ceedingly puzzled our anceftors, 

Another 
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Another obfervation, which is equally 
juft and melancholy, is that when inflam. 
matory diforders appear, they have generally 
a fatal termination. Is it not poffible that 
this may in fome meafure be owing to a too 
hafty and frequent repetition of venae-fec- 
‘tion? Nature will exert amazing efforts to 
relieve herfelf when the vis vite is not much 
impaired and I cannot help expreffing my 
apprehenfions that in thefe cafes, in which 
bleeding is abfolutely neceflary, it may yet 

be purfued fo far as to incapacitate nature 
for carrying on the animal functions. For 
thefe ten years paft I have not loft one pa- 
tient by an inflammatory fever, yet never 
ordered blood to be drawn more than once in 
any cafe, maniacal ones excepted. 
_ As there are feveral other inflammatory 
diforders which have not been noticed in the 
preceding pages, it may not be amits to ob- 
ferve that a fimilar, if not the fame treat- 
ment, is equally proper for them all. Some 
indeed, as has been inftanced in the pe- 
ripneumony, require a more {paring ufe of 
phlebotomy than others. It ig to be feared 
D that, 
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that, toa too liberal ufe of the lancet that 
mortification may be atcribed which fo often 
fupervenes an inflammation, .as-that of the 
ilium, eafy difcovered by the hafty evan- 


efcence of the pain. When there is no in-- 


flammation, or inflammatory difpofition of 
the blood, nothing can exculpate the prac- 
titioner fordrawing blood; this weuld be 
a wanton wafte of the moft ufeful and im- 
portant of all fluids, and the moft neceflary 
for the fupport of anrmal lie: but even in 
thefe cafes the utmoft caution is requifite, 
left a putrid diforder fhould be manufac- 
tured from an inflammatory one. It is not: 
an uncommon, (though often an irretrievable 
error) to miftake an obftruction, or acrimo- 
ny, or ferous tumour for an inflammation, 
which, 1f real, is—when the red particles of 
the blocd are forced into the lymphatics and can- 
not poffibly exift without it’s pathognomonic 
fymptoms, viz. violent and univerfal heat, 
parching thirft and reftlefinefs, as well as pail 
in the inflamed part. Inflammatory difor- 
ders are far from being common and many 
difeafes arc too often groundlefsly afcribed to 
: this 
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"this caufe: that the too precipitate ufe of the 
lancet has produced dreadful confequences 
Lhave in numbers of inftances been a forrow- 
ful and unavailing witnefs to. How many 
are hurried off the ftage by being bled for 
a pain in the fide, owing to an Incipient 
ulcer in the lungs! There are various forts 
of fevers which mimic, thofe of the Ardent 
kind, in which venz-feétion muft be ab- 
ftained from. I was in a country one au- 
tuinn where ove of thefe anomalous fevers 
raged, it fpread only through a circle of fix 
er feven miles diameter; it refembled in 
every refpect an Ardent Fever, the pulfe 
only excepted, whicn was neither hard nor 
full: every one who was bled died and 

_every one who was not bled recovered; it. 
never fhifted its type though it commonly 
continued feventeen days. TFhofe who took 

the emetic tartar feemed to be foon freed 
from all febrile fymptoms, yet remained 

weak, uneafy, and greatly out of order, 
without being able to tell their complaints, > 

as-long as the reft. The antiphlogiftic me- 

bY 2) te tho 
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thod was purfued with them all, nitre diuretic 
falt and fuch like were the medicines ad- 
-miniftered and with fuccefs, yet phlebotomy 
once uied always proved fatal. 

The peremptory axiom of the famous Dr. 
ete viz. in omni febre phlebotomia prius 

t inftituenda is certainly not true, or war- 
sw by experience. 

In plethoric habits, or in rea] inflam- 
mations, from what has been obferved, the 
reader may eafily perceive what method is 
requifite for the treatment of any inflam- 
matory cafe, in whatever part the inflams 
mation may be fituated. 


When the pain is very intenfe, opiates 


may be fafely and happily adminiftered, of 
this I have given few tuthawces | in the fore. 
going fheets, that no countenance might be 
given tothe indifcriminate ufe ofa medicine; 
where a perfect knowledge of the cafe and 
the difcrect direction of a fkilful hand are 
abfolutely neceflary. Of all the various

"ECHE Small-pox is a fever of the malig- 
-* nant and contagious kind, attended with. 
a general eruption of particular puftules, af- 
fecting the human fpecies only and each indi- 
vidual but once. ‘The variolous puftules in 
time become fanious, but thofe in the meafles 
appear red, dry and branny, without fuppu- 
ration. 
The caufe. It feems to be connate with 
us and to latitate .’till fome violent exagita- 
tion of the blood from the introdudion of 
a variolous particle raifes the feminal fer- 
ment and occafions the appearance of thofe 


eru ptions. 
| D 3 The 
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The diaguoftics: A frequent and ftrong 
pulfation of the brachial and temporal ar- 
teries ; rednefs of the eyes; pricking pains 
in the fin, fevere pain in the head, back 
and loins; a febrile heat, greatly increaf- 
ed in three or four days, with thirft; vo- 
miting ; palpitation of the heart; difficult 
refpiration; tremblings; rigor; delifium ; 
convulfions ; rettlefinefs - hoar{nefs; fixed- 
nefs of the eyes; a ptyalifm; purple fpots ,

adults}. dificult. refpiration; dry, hutky 
cough ; bloody ftools, or urine; continu. 
ing delirum ; colliquative evacuations,— 
thefe are all very badfymptoms and molt of 
them deadly. . Adults fuffer moft. Gra- 
vid women generally mifcarry. 

The cure.. Phlebotomy can rarely be 
uled to advantage .in any diforder’ attended 
with, cutaneous eruptions; however, if a 
lean plethoric body fhould be invaded and 
the pulfe hard, venee-fection becomes ne- 
ceflary. The body fhould be kept folubles 
the.vis vite fupported; let.the patient have 
a coni{tant acceffion of frefh air.in. his cham- 
ber ; a-clean fhirt every other -day at farthett ; 
which may in the worlft cafes be allowed with- 
out any hazard: fer,common drink, apples 
boiled in water ;. or two parts milk and one 
ef water, or wine whey, or cyder whey, or 
vinegar whey, or barley-water acidulated 
with dulcified fpirit of nitre or dulcified 
fpirit of vitriol; or the pectoral decoction : .

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the more he drinks the better. In the con: 
fluent fort there arifes a ptyalifm in adults 
and a diarrhoea in children, either of which > 
ought to be encouraged. » 
To prevent a fecondary fever, give le- . 
nient cathartics, to be repeated as the ftreneth 
will bear, at the diftance of two, three or 
four days, till five purges have been given. 
After the thirteenth day the patient may 
drink plentifully of warm fmall beer. If 
the expuition is vifcid and tough, or molefts 
by itsexcefs (as it will fometimes even exco- 
riate the parts) ufe appropriate gargarif{ms, 
fyringings, or mafticatories. The diarrhoea 
in adults, on the firft eruption fhould be re+ 
firained by opiates. To preferve the face 
from disfiguration, previous to the appear- 
ance of the eruptions, or while they are 
coming out, the extremities may be bathed 
with warm milk, or femi-cupia of the fame 
may be ufed. The cooler the patient is 

kept the fewer will the puftules be. 
Emetics are of great fervice in the begin- 
ning. Clyfters may be given occafionally :

the approach of avcrifis, a good effect may 
be reafonably expected from veficatorics.

Slow, Nervous and Miliary FEVERS. 


HE .Slow Fever is fo called from 
the gentlenefs of it’s progrefs. and 
length of it’s continuance. 

The Nervous Fever. receives it’s name 
from a fuppofed morbid quality in the ner- . 
vous influence, or a relaxed ftate of the 
nerves themfelves, which is juft as imagi- 

nary 
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nary as the other. To fay the truth, zer- 
vous diforders are a mighty handy and _con- 
venient expreffion to conceal ignorance. 

The Miliary Fever is fo termed from the 
refemblance of it’s eruptions to millet feed. 

They all proceed from the fame caufes, 
and require the fame method of treatment. 

The caufes. A deficiency and unequal 
diftribution of the vital heat, confequently 
a declenfion of the powers of nature; a 
lentor, vifcidity in the fluids: a relaxed 
ftate of the arterial fyftem, or fpafmodic 
conflri€tions of the capillary arteries, fome 
error in regard to the non-naturals. 

“The diagnoftics. Chills and flufhings ; 
laffitude; naufea ; proftration of the ftrength 
and fpirits ; liftlef{nefs; heat in the palms 
of the hands and foles of the feet, while 
all the reft of the body is cold and emaciates 
faft; a fenfation like cold water thrown 
down the back; the pulfe quick, weak 
and unequal; pale urine; coma; heat and 
drynefs of the tongue, fometimes with and 
fometimes without thirft ; miliary eruptions;

VENEREAL DISORDERS, 


ACY is a flux of matter from the glands 
called lacune, fituated in the interna} 


parts of the urethra in men, and of the pu- 
| denda 
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denda in women: the> fluid’ which oozes 
from thefe fecretory glands in their natural 
ftate, was defigned: to lubricate the paflage 
and line it witha vifcous mucus, which might 
fuficiently defend» the extremities of the 
nerves from being irritated by the falts or 
acrimony of the urine. When this mucus 
is abraded and-carried off by the attenuated 
difcharge, occafioned by the venereal virus, 
which lacerates their orifices ; the urine 
Caufes-an intolerable pungent, imarting, or 
burning fenfation. Hence this dilorder is 
called by the French, Chaudpifie. | 

. The cause ofiginates from az acid virus, 
or infectious miafmata acquired’ by impure 
coition; thefe infinuate themfelves into the» 
minute mouths of the lacunz, confequently. 
increafe their diameter, from whence a co- 
pious running of thinner matter than ufual 
mutt iffue. Cowper’s and. the proftrate 
gland are often affected. 

This diftemper is by no means a native of 
Europe, but was. firt imported. by Chrifto- 
pher Columbus to Naples. from; America, 

| and 
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‘and {pread through that city with prodi- 
oious Ra ser Somewhat more than a 
year after his return from his firft voyage, 
the French army fat down before Naples in 
the year 1494. The Neapolitans being 
diftrefied by a f{carcity of provifions, thought 
‘it neceflary to difcharge the moft ufelefs per- 
fons from their town, among whom were 
the Courtezans, who were received by the 
befiegers with their ufual politenefs to that 
fex: the horrible ravages which this difor- 
der foon after made in the camp obliged the 
French to raife the fiege ; upon this account 
it obtained-the name of the French difeate, . 
and will in all probability ever retain it, not- 
withftanding the umbrage France has taken. 
at and the repeated efforts fhe has made to 
{hake off the opprobrium. 

It was then a new diforder and certainly 
was never known in Europe before; for 
whatever has been advanced to the contra 
ry might eafily be refuted: the phyficians 
were puzzled, the people were alarmed, for it 


was fuppofed to be equally as infectious and 
| fatal

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fatal as the peftilence; neither monafterie’ 


nor nunneries were exempt from it, nor 
even. the holy fathers of the conclave: it 


was to. he catehed (heaven blefs us!) by be- 
ing in the fame room with an. infected. per- 


gon, or walking on. the fame fide of the way 


in the ftreet—but however, with due de- 


ference tothe characters of the faints of thofe 
times, it cannot be taken without contact. 


So deplorable was. the fituation of affairs 


then,, that thouwfands were deferted and left 
to: rot without the leaft affiftance. i 
But it being foreign to my defign to en- 
ter into the hiftory of difeafes, I {hall only 
obferve that there is no diftemper which 1s 


better underftood in this enlightened age, 


nor any one that is with more certainty, or 
with greater facility to be cured, even in all. 
its flages and without that naufeous (though 
formerly reputed. neceflary) procefs of fali-

latter, the fymptoms of the former will un. , 

_-doubtedly appear, which are as follow, -bu- 
boes in the groin; fhankers ; chryftallines, a 
felled tefticle: warts; marifce ; fici; rha- 
gades; condylomata ; blotches ; ereenfeedy 
exctefcencies, on the neck, breaft, or fhoul- 
A ta N ders ; 
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tiers: ulcers in the head, eyes, nofe, of 
fauces; mortifications; no¢turnal pains ; 
tin gling inthe ears : eummi ; nodes ; tophs ; 
a rath ; fourt ; crufls; fcabs; caruncles and 
carnofities in the urethra ; total fupprefiion 
of the urine; bloody urine; atrophy, or 
wafting of the flefh ; erratic pains in the 
fides; difficulty of breathing, efpecially 
when lying on the back; clavus hyftericus ; 
corona veneris ; foftnefs and rottennefs of 
the bones. This afféclion of the bones 
is not unjuftly aferibed more to the too- 
liberal ufe of mercurials than to the ve- 
nereal virus: thus it may be obferved that 
the nofe falls when the falivation is at its 
heighth. Many fymptoms mimic vene- 
‘real complaints which are entirely owing 
to the lodgment of mercury in the minut- 
eft veflels; fulphur clogs and chokes this 
aGive mineral. I have known numbers 
who thought that they laboured under a 
confirmed pox, (when they were actually 
freed from the venereal venom) who have 
been not only relieved but perfectly curea of

ae HIS and every other diforder to which 
a woman during the ftate of her preg- 
nancy is liable, is chiefly, if not entirely ow- 
ing to a deficiency of heat and blood;

confideration of the expence fhe is at for 
the nutrition of the foetus and the for- 
mation of its appurtenances: If two ounces 
of blood were drawn every day from a per- 
fon ever fo healthy for forty weeks together, 
let it be left to common fenfe to determine 
whether fuch a one can ftand in need of fu- 
pernumerary venaefections during that time. 
It is upon this account that their faces ap- 
pear fo thin, their nefes pinched in, and va- 
rious diforders’ attack them which originate 
from 
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from a deficiency of blood. If a woman 
with child is bled, fays Hypocrates, a mil- 
carriage is endangered; the larger the foe- 
tus, the more certain and expeditious will be 
the abortion. Experience confirms the truth 
of this obfervation of the. divine old man. 
I knew many ladies who ufed phlebotomy 
during their pregnancy and mifcarried, but 
on the omiffion of it, went out their full 
time and were delivered of healthy children, 
That all do not mifcarry who are bled 
is true, and indeed nothing is more to be 
wondered at than the inexhauftible refources 
of nature, by which fhe can recover herfelf 
from the confequences of fuch ill: timed eva- 
cuations. To ufe phlebotomy becaufe her 
periodical vifits difappear is abfurd and pu- 
erile, for it cannot be a manly argument that 
we ought to lavithaway that fluid which 
nature demonftrates her want of, by her 
care to preferve it. Bleeding, in a word, 
is always hazardous and improper during 
pregnancy, and not feldom brings on con- 
vulfions and death. ‘To this rafh and inex- 


cufable imprudence it is owing that fuch

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numbers of women who even go their full 
time, die in child-bed. .

towards her belly. This tumble, as the 
French call it, appears to me to be wholly 
imaginary, for I never diffe@ed a woman 
in any ftate of pregnancy, that the pofture 
of the foetus was not the fame as at the 
time of delivery, when the birth is natural. 

‘The foetus receives no nourifhment but 
by the umbilical cord, notwithftanding the 
humerous arguments which that ingenious 
and truly excellent’ anatomift Heifter. has 
uied to prove, that ic fwallows the alimen- 
tary liquor before expulfion; a fufficient 
refutation of all which is, that from the 
confideration of its pofture, and incapacity 
of breathing, it is impoffible. 

in a natural birth, nothing more is necef- 
fary than to fupport and prevent the lacera- 
tion of the perinaeum, leaving the reft to 
nature. In breech prefentations, itis need- 
letsto alter the pofture of the foetus, but 
inall other preternatural pofitions, fearch 
’ for and extract it by the. feetictlt the pla- 
centa follows not immediately, ufe no vio- 


lence ; the woman may be ordered ta bed: 
Z, there 
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there ate frequent inftances of it’s conti- 
nuance inthe uterus for twelve, twenty, yea 
eight and forty hours, without the leait ill 
confequence. What nature will perform in 
fuch cates is fearcely within the limits of cre-. 
dibility : when the head of the foetus has 
been left, fhe has effected the expulfion of it 
without any affillance, and what is ftull more 
extraordinary, a living child has been pro- 
duced from a pelvis, where there have- not 
been two inches between pubes and facrum. 
It would be far more eligible for praétiti- 
oners to watch, wait upon and gently ope- 
rate with, than ever to attempt to hurry, 
or difturb nature in any of the efforts fhe 
may make to relieve herielf. 

In difficult Labors, let an emollient clyfter 
be adminiftered. If attended with a fup- 
preffion of urine, the catheter fhould be 
sntroduced ; fternutatories may be ufed to 
advantage ; fometimes emetics and opiates ;

F¥ “HIS diforder is aaemieee ® called the 
4 Dropfy cf the Brain, becaufe on diflec- 
tion there is found below the corpus callefum 
a bag of water generally as large as a goole 
eco, or two or three ounces of water extrava- 
fated on each fide of the falx. It greatly re- 
 fembles a worm fever, thefe particular diag- 
noftics excepted, conflant moaning; fhrick- 
ing; intolerance of light; ftrabifmus and 
frequent lifting of the hand to the head. 
itis always tal The caufe (if not pre 
ceded by ¢ ¢ blow) is unknown. I was onc_ 
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ina town where this diftemper was exceed- 
ing rife. It never attacks any one after the 
age of puberty. As all attempts are vain, 
it is pity to give the unhappy patient the 
leaft painful fenfation : blifters are entirely 
ufelefs. They, often live in this pitiable and 
Thocking ftate ’till the fifteenth or fevententh 
day after, the firft invafion.

N fix or feven months after birth, childres 
commonly begin to fhew figns of denti- 
tion. It is often accompanied with fome 
very untoward fymptoms, as violent pain, 
iymptomatic fever, convulfions, partial pal- 
fies, and a fevere diarrhoea. J have feen 
children loofe the ufe of an arm, of a lee 
and fometimes of both, ’till the tooth was 
through and then recover immediately 
without any medical affiftance. The fiens 
of cutting their teeth are fwelling of the 
gums; flavering; loofenefs, reftlefnefs and 

a fymptomatic fever, 
Tho’ 
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Tho” opiates are improper for fach ten- 
der frames, yet in this cafe (if in any one) 
they may be allowed : as it is always attended 
with fome danger, no fmall care is requifite 
to affilt nature thro’ this troublefome procefs. 
Among the many ill effeéts which a liberal 
ufe of Godfrey’s Cordial (too often made ufe 
of by indolent nurfes) ot any other opiate, 
produces in children, may bereckoned cof- 
tivenefs, which is the worit habit of body a 
child can be fubje& to. 

Rub the inflamed gum hard and often 
with a lump of fugar, even ‘till it bleeds, or 
give achild a piece of liquorice root to 
mumble, or divide the gum with a penknife, | 
which is an inftrument preferable to the 
lancet, to facilitate the paffage of the tooth. 

There are few diforders to which chilcren 
are liable that are nor either caufed by or 
attended with a predominant acid in their 
ftomach and bowels, partly owing to the 
quick fermentation of the milk in their fto- 
machs, but chiefly to that pernicious ingre- 
dient fugar in their vi€tuals: this is evident 
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_ from the fournefs of their breath and ftools 
and the green color of the latter. 

Magnefia alba fhould be given to them, | 
not f{paringly if coftive: chalk powdered, 
if laxative, which two are the only medi- 
cines necefiary for them while they are 
fuckled. 

Perhaps it may not be amifs to obferve 
that four or five months are long enough 
for any child to fuck with the leaft advan- 
tage to itfelf, or without manifeit detriment 
_ tothe mother.

_Emetics, eccoprotics, antacids, antifpaf- 
modics, as valerian, gum ammoniac, caftor, 
mufk, &c. are all of confiderable utility. 
As a plethoric child is a fort of prodigy, I 
cannot conceive what phlebotomy has te do 
in this or any other diforder to which chil- 
dren are liable: whatever their ailments are, 
the lancet may. well be difpenfed with; I 
have feen many, too many inftances in which 
their lives have been facrificed to the ufe of ir. 
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N this diforder, not more than ¢wo dofes 
of rhubarb ought to be premifed -betore 
recourie 
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recourfe is had to aftringents, fuch as the 
compound powder of amber, which is fe- 
cond to none; it may be given in the quan- 
tity of five grains twice or thrice a day. 
Chalk may be freely given, and any alcalis. 
The inmoft peel of a walnut powered and 
given at pleafure is excellent. In the de- 
cline of this, and the foregoing difeafe, 
large quantities of the bark in deco¢tion 
fhould be ufed to confirm and perfeét their 
health and ftrength. |

Spree are very common with children, 
and are no very unpromifing prognoftic. 
they indicate a proper attempt of nature to 
throw off fomething that is offenfive, confe- 
quently they ought to be promoted and by no 
means to be expelled by any evacuations what- 
_ ever. Bleeding or purging would be equally 
injurious. In this cafe animal food with 
plenty of faltis nceeffary. My eldeft fon, at 
the age of four years, had a violent eruption 
all over his body, which foon difappeared 
without any medicines by the liberal ufe of 
falt and gravy. No diet is fo proper for 
children as that of animal fubflance, and 
the healthieft children I ever faw were thofe 
who had been ufed to it from the time that 
‘they were three or four months old: the 
meat fhould be minced fimall, but not be 


deprived 
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deprived of its moft nutritious juices by be- 
ing previoutly and filthily mouthed by the 
nurfe. If children had nothing given to 
them but milk, or half cow’s milk and half 
water, “till they began to teethe, without 
either bread or fugar, and afterwards were 
indulged in the ufe of animal, with every 
little vegetable food, we fhould rarely find 
any diforders among them. Vegetables re- 
quire too operofe a procefs for their tender 
organs to elaborate into nutritious chyle, 
See Scurvy and the mixture under that | 
article. 


HIS is a difeafe that affects ae bones of 
children; the head is fometimes en- 


larged to an enormous fize, the wrifts and 
ancles feem protuberant, and as the bones 
increafe in fize, the child grows weaker ; 
indeed, every fibre is diftended beyond its 
proper dimenfion, for the folids are by no 
means a match for the fluids. Itis chiefly 
if not wholly owing to the floth and nafti- 
nefs of the nurfe: thofe children who are 

much 
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much dandled and danced, kept clean and 
frequently i in motion, carried. fometimes on 
one and fometimes on the other arm, will be 
for ever firangers to this diforder. . 

For the Cure, emetics and purgatives be- 
ing premifed, give chalybeates, the bark, 
change of air, plenty of exercife, which 
is ablolutely neceffary, and let the child be 
plunged into cold water every morning:
